All Parts of Canada 
In Overseas Force 

Minister of Defence Says 
Divisions Will Be Organized 
on Population Basis 

All parts of Canada will be repre¬ 
sented in the first overseas division of 
the Canadian Active Service Force, ac¬ 
cording to Hon. Norman Rogers, min¬ 
ister of defence. 

Mr. Rogers said this would be 
known as the First Canadian Division, 
while the other division, which has 
also been mobilizing, will be known as 
the Second Canadian Division Over¬ 
seas, although both will be trained 
and equipped for overseas service. 

Volunteers of these units, as an¬ 
nounced at the special war session of 
parliament, will be re-attested for 
overseas service. 

“The present components of a divis. 
ion, besides the various headquarters,’’ 
said Mr. Rogers, “are a cavalry regi¬ 
ment, 12 batteries of field artillery, an 
anti-tank regiment of artillery, nine 
rifle and three machine gun battalions 
of infantry, three field companies of 
signals, an ammunition company, pa¬ 
trol company and supply column of 
the army service corps, three field 
ambulances, a field hygiene section, a 
postal unit and an employment pla¬ 
toon. In addition there is a provost 
company which, in the First Canadian 
Division, is being provided by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police.” 

Several units of the permanent 
force will go overseas with the First 
Division and provide a hard core of 
well-trained soldiers. • 

R.C.R; Prominent 

Thus from the permanent Royal 
Canadian Artillery come the head¬ 
quarters for each of the three artillery 
brigades. The three' batteries in each 
brigade are units of the non-perman- 
en*. militia from the provinces of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba. Quebec, Ontario and New 
Brunswick. 

Headquarters for the Divisional En¬ 
gineers, Divisional Signals and Divis¬ 
ional Army Service Corps all come 
from the permanent force whi!» the 
engineering and signals companies are 
non-permanent units. 

One battalion in each of the three 
infantry brigades is a permanent 
force unit. For the First Brigade the 
permanent force unit is -the Royal 
Canadian Regiment, companies of 
which are stationed at London, Tor¬ 
onto. St. Johns, Que., and Halifax. 

Sunday, October-8, is a day of na¬ 
tional prayer—“of humble prayer and 
intercession to God” in the words of 
the Ottawa proclamation. The procla¬ 
mation sets forth that Canada has 
been forced to take up arms in defense 
of rights and liberties unjustly attack¬ 
ed, and to ^prevent unprovoked ag¬ 
gression.

Harvesting Again 
Delayed By Rain 

A steady rain, starting Sunday 
morning and continuing until Monday 
night, again has delayed the comple¬ 
tion of harvesting operations. In the 
west district there is much threshing 
yet to be done and many farmers still 
have two or three days of combining 
to do. A week or ten days of clear, 
dry weather would see harvesting 
completed in this district. 

Yields have ranged from 15 to 30 
bushels per acre and grades have also 
shown the same variation, but the av¬ 
erage throughout the district will 
probably be about 20 bushels per acre 
with a No. 2 grade.

1914 War Budget 
Less Than In 1939 

Present Loan Double That 

of 1914, But Much Fewer 

Tariff Changes 

Greater stress was placed on chang¬ 
es in the customs tariff in the first 
special war budget of 1914 than in the 
emergency budget introduced in the 
house of commons, a comparison dis¬ 
closes. The first 1914 war budget was 
designed to bring in $43,500,000 ad¬ 
ditional revenue while the new addi¬ 
tional taxes may bring in twice that. 

Only 10 tariff changes were propos¬ 
ed in 1939 while in 1914 changes af¬ 
fected 51 items, including various 
forms of cocoa, tea, tobacco, alcohols, 
sugars, bottles, perfumes, milk pro¬ 
ducts. 

Tariffs on liquor were increased 
then as in today’s budget, parallel to 
increased excise taxes on home pro¬ 
ducts. The liquor tariff in 1914 was 
raised from $2.40 to $3 a proof gallon 
and the excise on domestic liquor was 
increased from $1.90 to $2.40. Now an 
additional tax of $3 a proof gallon is 
placed on all-spirituous liquors. 

The tax on malt liquors in 1914 was 
increased from 10 to 15 cents a gallon, 
while malt itself was increased from 
1% to three cents a pound. The tax 
on malt is increased from six cents to 
Iff cents-and non-mntt beers will pay 
30 cents instead of 22 under the 1939 
budget. 

The cigarette tax in 1914 was in¬ 
creased from $2.40 to $3 a 1,000. Nov 
it was raised from'$4 to 5. Cigars ir. 
1914 were raised from $2 to $3 a 
1,000 but are not touched now. Manu 
factured tobaefo in 1914 was increased 
from five to 10 cents, while now the 
tax is increased from 20 to 20 cents. 

The last regular budget before th 
first Great War was for $145,000,000. 
compared wth $490,000,000 in the re¬ 
cent regular budget.

There are, 
however, people in business across the 
line, as in Canada, who are out to 
make the most out of the customer. 
The other day I heard of a Montana 
service station man who tried to put 
over a 30-cent discount on the Cana¬ 
dian dollar bill offered by a Canadian 
tourist in payment for work done on 
her carT'iTo me the incident provided 
an exceUdnt illustration of what greed 
jind^ielfishness can do to promote and 
foster the undesirable spirit of illwiil 
between people. In vivid contrast, 
this, to the goodwill gesture of a Spo¬ 
kane restaurant proprietor w-ho, in 
answer to my inquiry as to what dis¬ 
count he was charging on Canadian 
money, replied, “None at all. To me 
your money is as good as ours. A good 
deal of this exchange business is noth¬ 
ing but a racket and I don’t hold with 
it at all.” 

Safe Driving 
(Portland Oregonian) 

Dr. Noffsinger, of the American 
Automobile Association, gives statis¬ 
tical basis for the worry that people 
go through in “letting the children 
have the car.” 

His figures are worth repeating: 
Sixteen-year-old drivers have a fatal 
accident Tor each 2 .ooo, - ( x w i miles of 
travel, 25-year-old drivers a death for 
every 12,000,000 miles, and 48 to 50- 
year-old drivers a death every 22,000- 
000 miles. / 

But this clarification still does not 
give the answer as to what is to be 
done about it. The more dangerous 
young people cannot l>e weeded out by 
examination, since their weakness is 
in their judgment. About all that 
can be done to better the situation ir. 
to give the young folk more severe 
training in driving, and then urge par¬ 
ents to delay until the last moment 
the time when they will be trusted 
alone. That failing, society may- 
have to protect itself, and protect the 
young people from themselves, by a 
higher age limit.—Portland Oregon- 
jarr.

There is a better feeling in Quebec now than in the other 
war, possibly because of Russian intervention, but the un¬ 
timely intrusion of a provincial election threatens to pro¬ 
voke division.

Most of us would 
prefer an election any time to a war. For one thing, while 
it may be as noisy it is not so messy. But we don’t want 
both, especially when one is avoidable. We fear Mr. 
Duplessis is not as interested in the war as he should be, 
and we are using the language of mildness. Suppose a few 
German destroyers got through the British cordon, eluded 
the Canadian navy and fired a few shots at his committee 
rooms and polling booths, Mr. Duplessis, although he.thinks 
an election hath its victories not less renowned than war, 
would find out that it can be made pretty messy and mussy. 
Hitler might go further, as he did with Schnusnig, and say 
“If there is an election to be held here, I’ll hold it and, by 
(iott you’ll vote for me too”! Duplessis, however, doesn’t 
appreciate that it is the British navy tlTat gives him the 
liberty to hold an election. 

. t—t—t 

Lord Beaverbrook in his newspaper chain rails against 
the censorship, but it would not be needed if what he said 
was true, viz. that there would be no war this year. He 
ought to welcome any agency that may keep him from 
making bad guesses. 

t-t—t 

General Franco is in a quandary. He owes something to 
Germany, but cannot afford to pay it. His country needs a 
rest; it needs money and trade. Its commerce with Ger¬ 
many has been stopped by the blockade. It can now trade 
with Britain and France, but does not wish to antagonize 
Germany by furnishing its enemies with supplies needed 
in the prosecution of the war. But what can Franco do ’ 
To rehabilitate Spain, he must h^ve money. To get monej 
he must have trade and industry. 

t-t-t 

Norway, Switzerland and Finland, too, are in a bad way. 
Germany can and does check their Exports to Britain and 
France and has already sunk several of their ships. Afraid 
of Germany, they hesitate even to protest. Neutrality ha- 
dangers a little less acute than war, and a blockade is a 
nuisance to neutral traffic. The blockading force must in¬ 
sist on the right of search of all ships to make sure that 
none are carrying contraband. Wood pulp was not includ¬ 
ed in Germany’s list of contraband but as it is used in mak¬ 
ing cellulose, Swedish and Finnish vessels carrying it t» 
England were sunk.

Gen. Von Fritsch was fortunate that when demoted he 
was not exiled or sent to a concentration camp. He gave 
advice on military strategy that Hitler did not like, but 
when war broke out he was recalled and killed at the Polish 
front. Hitler’s eulogy of him will not reconcile the German 
people to Hitler’s treatment of him. Take the thousands 
whom he has murdered, imprisoned or exiled—is it possible 
that their relatives and friends in Germany enter into his 
war with any zeal? Take, too, the millions of German 
Catholics and Protestants whom he has persecuted—is i* 
possible that they are praying for his success?

Italy does not want to be dragged into your war, neithei 
do I. Be a good fellow now and resign. You are the man 
who started this war. You are the one man who can stop 
t now.—Yours truly, Benito.

get this attention. But generally 
Cool temperature is necessary. - 

Squash, pumpkin, vegetable marrow 
and citron must be stored in a warm, 
dry place, between 40 and 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. When large quantities are 
stored they should be piled in single 
layers on slatted shelves. 

When a cellar is dry, carrots are 
best stored in hand or hardwood saw¬ 
dust. If the cellar is cool and damp, 
they can be kept in slatted bins with¬ 
out covering, or in barrels if ventila¬ 
tion is provided. This applies also to 
parsnips and beets.

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A LTHOUGH the strict rules of censorship govern- 

■^“■ing press, radio and public speaking, are not yet 
applied to ordinary conversation, yet the private citizen 
would do well to keep them in mind. 

The rules forbid adverse statements or opinions likely 
to cause disaffection to His Majesty or prejudice the 
defence of Canada. They forbid any statement likely 
to prejudice recruiting, discipline or administration of 
the army forces. The other clauses are more definitely 
related to press and radio. 

Free speech is something which we have taken for 
granted, without much appreciation of our good fortune. 
We have exercised that freedom in comments on public 
men and policies; on administration of government. 
There has been no effort to repress criticism of any sort, 
whether in word or writing. 

We have accepted and used our freedom, believing 
that the only hope for an open mind, and unprejudiced 
judgment, is through consideration of all angles of any 
question. 

However, we are now living under war conditions, 
which demand some measure of discipline and verbal 
restraint. This will work hardship on many individuals, 
especially the argumentative who have made a lifetime 
practice of “taking the opposite side.” Others who may 
be affected are those’who .honestly believe that our de¬ 
mocracies have not been flawless in the series of events 
leading up to the war. It is because they love their 
country so sincerely that they may appear more critical 
of her frailties than they are of the ruthlessness of the 
enemy. These people are likely to be misjudged if they 
exercise their accustomed freedom of speech. Then there 
are many others whose very name and racial heritage 
bring them under cloud of suspicion, and the greatest 
caution is required of them. 

The censorship as imposed by the government has 
every justification under circumstances of war, and will 
apply to some degree to the ordinary citizen. But there 
is also great danger that the laws of censorship may be 
Invoked by individuals and communities to cover intol¬ 
erance and malice. Every clay,one hears wild accusa¬ 
tions that this or that person is “pro-German.” Sifted 
down, the evidence of such sentiment would be regarded 
as infinitely petty in normal times. But these are not 
normal times, and intolerance is the most natural bye- 
product of all the evils of war. Communities and indi¬ 
viduals can safeguard themselves to some degree 
against unnecessary unhappiness in this respect. Th^y 
must exercise care and thought in what they say, and to 
whom they say it, and they should be careful in judg¬ 
ing others, or in spreading careless rumors. Censorship 
Should apply mercilessly to the gossips who try to 
manufacture trouble. 


bage is the only variety suitable for 
storing for winter and early spring 
use. Fully matured heads do not keep 
as well as those that have not quite 
attained their maturity. A very cool, 
(34 degrees F.) dry cellar, but not so 
dry that heads will wl^t, is suitable. 
When weather permits a current of air 
through the cellar is advisable. 

Slatted shelves should be used 
stored; pile one or two deep. If the 
cellar is very damp ventilation should 
be provided; this will eliminate much 
loss by rotting. Where only a few 
lieails are to be stored the plants may 
be lifted with the roots attached, the 
rough outside leaves broken off and 
the roots set in sand or soil in the cel¬ 
lar floor. The plants can be placed 
close together. 

Turnips 

Store swede turnips in barrels or 
boxes if roots are stored when quite 
dry. Cover the barrels with grqin 
sacks. Swedes should never be allowed 
to wilt. Always keep them in as firm 
a condition as possible or they will be 
tough and lose their flavor. 

Onions 

Dry atmosphere and low tempera¬ 
ture is necessary to keep onions over 
a long period. They should first be 
thoroughly ripened, before storing. 
Danver’s Yellow Globe and the red 
varieties are best keepers.

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The End of the War

IT is one of the reassuring features of the past few 
* weeks that business has gone on very much as usual. 
The outbreak of war has not eaused the complete dis¬ 
ruption which characterized the fall of 1914. Credit must 
he given the government for foreseeing the possibility 
of the present situation, and making advance prepara¬ 
tion. It is obvious that some of the most grievous er¬ 
rors of the past are not going to be repeated. 

Hon. J. G. Gardiner, minister of agriculture, touches 
on one angle of this effort, when he advised the officials 
of provincial and federal agricultural departments to 
keep in mind the end of the war. Plans formulated for 
agriculture in war-time should not leave the industry 
disrupted when hostilities end. Such expansion as may 
he necessary, must be made slowly, without imperilling 
the security of the farmer after the war is over, and the 
‘demand slackens once more. 

There are indications that agriculture will be more 
sternly regimented, in order to keep a steady balance. 
And there are also indications that the great profits of 
the last war will not be realized. There are few citi¬ 
zens of iCanada.either amongst farmers or those engaged 
in secondary interest who will fail to support control 
of prices. \\ ar should never be a profit for some—a heait 
break for others. « 

it may seem premature to discuss the end of a war 
which has scarcely begun as yet. But at no point in the 
progress, no matter how: long it may last, should the end 
be last sight of. We are still suffering from the over¬ 
expansion of the last war and post-war collapse. Any¬ 
thing which can be done to provide against a repetition 
of such catastrophe should be kept in mind from the 
beginning. 

Before war was declared, it was propheeied that an¬ 
other war would set Faik mining and other industries' 25 
years. It is to avert this dislocation of all business, anl 
to minimize the economic wreckage caused by war years, 
that government leaders are urging the long view. 
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be interpreted as any lapse in opposition to the Social 
Credit regime, but it is an acceptance of the principV 
that fir^t things should come first. It is in public interest 
that Canada should be properly organized along produc¬ 
tive and military lines, and nothing should be permitted 
to distract the efficiency of that work. It seems a great 
mistake for Quebec to plunge into the strife and busi¬ 
ness disruption of a provincial election this fall. If war 
issues and procedure are introduced, as they inevitably 
will be, it will only add to confusion and cleavage. 

The same situation is not apparent in Alberta, but 
under the circumstances there seems no pressing need 
for an election. In fact some of the experiments launched 
within recent months, will have a better chance to prove 
themselves for good or evil. The Treasury House scheme 
should be able to produce some data within a few 
months that will justify or damn it. There should be 
some indication within the next year on the success or 
failure of the implement repair business and the fire in¬ 
surance business. 

Several of the newer projects of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment are being watched closely and with trepidation 
by the taxpayer. But not to the point of demanding an 
election immediately.

Had it not been for the poor areas in south-eastern Saskatchewan 
uml in south-eastern Albertg, this would have been on- of the best yield per acre maos of the prairie 
provinces ever recorded. Even as it is, the average y’eld per acre, hence the size of the crop in eacb 
province, is slightly better than the longtime average. 

The reason the yield per acre in south-eastern Albeita was less than normal is because less than 
normal precipitation occurred there during the previous fall and the growing season combined The 
reason for the poor yield in south-eastern Saskatche wan is also because of less than normal precipita¬ 
tion. mad" somewhat worse here by some grasshop per damage. v 

Itl will be observed, however, that in both Alheita and Saskatchewan these less than normal 
yields, in the areas mentioned, are more than over- balanced by better than normal yields in other parts. 

The total yields are somewhjrt better than the total precipitation would appear to w-arrant. This 
however, is no doubt accounted Tor by the fact th at stem rust has been overcome and that the previous 
longtime yields, which have been produced by definite quantities of precipitation, have included in them 
occasional losses from rust. It appears, then, that from this time forward, because losses from stem 
rust will not again Occur, the expectation of yield t o be produced by a gtven amount of rainfall will have 
to be somewhat increased. Here we see the tangi hie rsults, and great benefits to farm re and to all of 
us, of th splendid work of the scientists in agricult ure who have conquered the dread disease stem rust,

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Lacombe Experimental Sta¬ 
tion Finds Chopped Fed Pigs 
Make Higher Gains 

H. E. Wilson of the Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Station at Lacombe, has 
experimental support fpr his state¬ 
ment that hogs thrive better on chop- 
fed grain than’on whole grains. In his 
experiments over some years, the hogs 
made 3191 higher daily gains with the 
chopped feed than the whole feed, and 
produced the finish- necessary for se¬ 
lects. 

This indicates that grinding the 
farm-grown grain for hogs is profit¬ 
able. Wheat should be ground to a 
coarse state, barley medium and oats 
fine. Experience has shown that com¬ 
mon grain are more economically red 
without cooking. Other feeds, such a3 
potatoes, should be cooked, and the 
water used should be discarded. 

Dry grains are quite as satisfactory 
as soaked grain, with much saving of 
labor. In very cold weather it may In. 
advisable to feed warm slop so hogs 
will get sufficient water for maximum 
growth.

Scores a Government Which 
Fled While Soldiers Fought 
On 

Lloyd George has declared that the 
British people will not make colossal 
sacrifice to restore to power the Polish 
regime that fled from attack in War¬ 
saw. He described the Warsaw gov¬ 
ernment as a “wretched class govern¬ 
ment,” 

The Polish ambassador replied that 
Lloyd George had least right to criti¬ 
cize the weakness of Polish defence 
because it was Lloyd George in 1919 
who was responsible for some of the 
indefensible frontiers of Poland. 

Lloyd George’s reply is that his 
“contempt was, and still is, reserved 
for the government who fled for safe¬ 
ty to a foreign country while their 
brave soldiers still were fighting.” 

He said there was I no comparison 
between the flight of the Polish gov¬ 
ernment and the establishment of Ser¬ 
bian and Belgian governments in 
neighboring states when their coun¬ 
tries- were invaded during the last 
war. 

Repeating his assertion that the 
Polish government was a “class gov¬ 
ernment,” he skid: 

“The Polish peasantry is living in 
great poverty owing to the operation 
of the world feudal system in Europe. 
That is why the Russian troops are 
being hailed as deliverers. 

“As to my observations on Russian 
intervention. I felt it was essential at 
this juncture to draw a distinction be¬ 
tween the action of the Soviet repub¬ 
lic and that of the Nazis. The Rus¬ 
sian armies marched into territories 
which are not Polish and which were 
forcibly annexed by Poland after th? 
Great War in spite of fierce protests 
and aimed resistance of the inhabi¬ 
tants. 

“in these circumstances it would be 
an act of criminal folly to place the 
Russian advance in the same category 
as that of the Germans, although it 
would suit Hitler’s designs that we 
should do so. I am delighted thafour 
government have shown no indication 
of committing this country to such an 
attitude or enterprise.”
